A set of wall maps known ns Fel­ 
ton's outline map» was used.

trles, cities, rivers, lakes or whatever 
mig ht be the subject In hand, and at 
tii«» same time the name of each di­ 
vision. place or body of water would 
1m* mentioned in song .
